Frozen Oaa for Fuel. 


According to a special from Muiicie, 


Ind., which ia the ceater of the Indiana 
natural gas fields, the number of chance 
discoveries lias just been added to by 
one which will be of immense impor- 
tance in the industrial world. The story 
is that a few days ago a service pipe 
line of natural gas had frozen near Mill 
Grove. To remedy the stoppage a joint 
of tho pipe was detached. It was found 
that the joint was tilled with ice, and 
one of the workmen pounded the pipe 
and a cylinder of ice about a foot long 
came out. 
One of the workmen said 


jestingly, "Well, there's some ice which 
ought to bum."' 


Some ono then suggested that fire be 


applied to the ice. The ice caught fire 
and bnrncd lik(5 a torch, so thoroughly 
was it impregnated with the natural 
gas. The burning gas furnished heat to 
melt the ice, and as it melted it liberated 
the gas, which burned as fiercely as if it 
had been coming out of a pipe. 


All present were amazed at the phe- 


nomenon, and it was at once suggested 
that the discovery might prove of im- 
mense value by rendering it possible to 
freeze natural gas into blocks which 
could be sent out for use as fuel. 
It 


seems that the congealing had taken 
place under a pressure of 800 pounds to 
the square inch, and it will require in- 
vestigation of chemical experts to de- 
cide whether the gas had been liquefied 
by the pressure and then frozen or not. 
Capitalists are investigating the dis- 
covery, and if practical a new industry 
will be developed in the natural gas 
fields.—Chicago Inter Ocean. 


A Novelty in Spectacles.

tific world has just invented a pair of 
shot proof spectacles. It is not exactly 
a compliment to the modem sportsman, 
but I am bound to say that in vii w of 
the alarming increa.se of shooting acci- 
dents in recent years, tho invention 
must be considered as supplying a seri- 
ous want.

Tremendous Water Tower. 


A papor company at Niagara Falls 


finds it no easy task to decide how the 
the terrific power from the 130 feet head 
of water which is to bo at their disposal 
shall be utilized. At a recent confer- 
ence of tho officers of the company about 
twenty wheels ami methods of develop- 
ing power were submitted to them, and 
all but three v/ere immediately passed 
over us being wholly imuleqxiate to the 
occasion. 
Most of the water wheels 


made would crnah like eggshells be- 
neath tho force of a column of water 
fulling 130 feet down a penstock. 


The wheels selected for further tests 


are to receive it at Holyoke, and when a 
decision is reached tho company's archi- 
tect will prepare plans for several ways 
of using tho power. The contract for 
building a coffer dam for the company 
has been let, and also for the tunnel and 
snuft. 
The tunnel will bo 300 feet long 


and prolnbly 10 by la feet in size. 
The 


shaft will have a depth of 140 feet, and 
will bo 1 i by 40 or 4o feet in size.—Spring- 
field Paper World.

ficial clouds for the preservation of 
plants from tho effects of frost took 
place yesterday in tho Jardin d'Accli- 
matation, under tho auspices of the 
Agricultural society.

Experiments 
of a similar kind have boon tried with 
more huccev* in tho CJironde vineyards 
Tho proceedings in tho Jardin d'Accli- 
matatioii were watched by several staff 
officers, who wished to beo if the new 
invention could bo utilized for military 
purposes, such as tho masking of ex- 
posed troops or batterv» i i time of war.
